Heavy Corn Ration May 


Cause Death of Lambs 


Thers are large numbers of lambs 


3n the cornfields of northern Colorado. 
Most af these lambs have been on the 
corn for three or four weeks. 
They 


liave stripped the plants of leaves and 
husks and are eating the corn grain 
in some instances with very little for- 
age available to , lighten the ration. 
Unless the lambs are supplied with 
plenty of forage and 
arrangements 


made so they will consume it, there is 
danger from now on of heavy death 
losses, due to a too heavy corn feed. 


Lambs are being held in the pens 


and fed alfalfa until noon, then turned 
on the corn until evening with good 
success. Thej are herded in the pens 
over night and held there until the 
following noon on hay. This causes 
them to take on a good fill of alfalfa 
before going on the corn and so far, 
death losses on these lambs ha\e been 
neglibJe. 


The lambs need alfalfa or other pro- 


tein torage for protection against too 
much grain and should be made to 
take it in sufficient quantities to regu- 
late the gram the} consume 
If a pro- 


tein hay is not available and it is 
necessary to feed them on prairie hay 
or straw about 1-10 of a pound of Un- 
seed meal or cottonseed meal should 
make a good substitute.

"facts. Yet buried in the family Bible 
of Washington's mother and written in 
her own handwriting is an entry which 
makes one pause with surprise. There 
she has clearly recorded the astounding 
statement that George 
Washington 


was born on February 11. 


Certainly no one should know more 


ajtwut this important event than Mrs. 
Washington. 


There it is in black and white in 


her own handwriting: 


Geocge Washington, son to Au- 


gustine and Mary, his wife, was 
bore ye lithe of February, 1732, 
about 10 in the morning, and was 
baptised the 3d of April following.

Christopher 
Brooks, godfathers, 


and Mrs. Mildred Gregory, god- 
mother. 
Family Bibles, especially in those 


times, were the last word in accuracy, 
so this statement must be accepted as 
indisputable.

It 
seemed important that a readjustment 
be made and Pope Gregory XIII, after 
careful consultation with the learned 
men of his time, decreed that in 1582

Difference of Eleven Days. 


By 1752 in England the discrepancy 


had mounted Tip to 11 days, and the 
disadvantages of two systems of dates 
•was causing great annoyance. It was 
necessary to date letters going from 
Bn^aad or her colonies to France with 
tiie days of both systems; for instance, 
February 11-22. So at last to avoid all 
thte confusion England officially adopt- 
ed tbe Gregorian calendar and decreed 
that 11 days be omitted in the year 
1752 bet-ween September 3 and Septem- 
ber 14. 


So for Washington, his birthday in 


1753 and all succeeding years fell on 
February 22.

fed. The old formula Cor the standard 
Ohio dry mash was equal parts of 
bran, 
middlings, 
cornmeal, 
ground 


bats, and meat scrap or tankage. 


The new formulu, now being fed at 


the college poultry plant, and recom- 
mended to all farmers with 95 per 
cent wheat on their hands, is: 2 parts 
ground whole wheat, an'l 1 part each 
of cornmeal, ground oats and meat 
scrap or tankage. 


The whole wheat, it is said, in- 


creases the feeding value of the mash. 
Each hundredweight of wheat so fed 
saves buying that much bran and mid- 
dlings. With middlings at $40 n ton, 
wheat has a substitution value of 
around $1.20 a bushel when thus fed. 


The farmer with a good-sized flock 


could more than pay for a feed grinder 
by the saving made under this plan, 
the college people believe.

Roup and Other Diseases 
Damp, dark quarters often are one 


of the main, causes of lack of thrift, 
disease and loss among fowls on the 
average farm. 
Filth and dampness 


cause 00 per cent of the colds, roup 
and most of the other diseases that 
ravage the farm flock. 
Coldness is 


not nearly so destructive a.s dampness, 
for dampness seems to work through 
the feathers of the fowls and produces 
a creepy, chilly sensation that is not 
at all pleasant. Fowls can stand plen- 
ty of fresh air and ventilation so long 
as it is a dry cold. ' 


To prevent the conditions outlined 


above, If you have an earth floor In 
the henhouse, fill in the entire floor at 
least six inches above the level of the 
ground on the outside" of house. If 


• there are any cracks in the walls or 
roof through which the wind and rain 
can blow, close them up at once. 


The saddest part of all the destruc- 


tion caused, by drafts and dampness 
is that such conditions can almost al- 
ways be easily remedied.

An excellent way to prevent moUt 


jiush from packing into an indigestible 
mass in the crop of the hen Is by add- 
in j: short-cut alfalfa or clover hay to 
the mixture.

,>f the mash by bulk in most cases. 
The most essential thing in this case 
Is that the hay be leafy and cnt In 
quite short lengths.

with the mash, first soak the hay In

promising forage crops introduced in 
the United States by the Department 
of Agriculture. First importations of 
seed were made in 1905, but it was not 
uutii 1912 that the strain being de- 
\ eloped at the present time was 
brought over from France. The crop 
htfs been most extensively tested in the 
Pacific Coast slates, where it is espe- 
cially well adapted, but it has also done 
well in experimental 
tests in the 


Southern states. Its winter hardiness, 
resistance to aphicis, good seed habits, 
and adaptation to poorly drained lands 
make it desirable for extended trial 
throughout the Cotton Belt the depart- 
ment believes. 


Thrives on Wet Soil. 


Hungarian vetch is much leas viny 


than common vetch or hairy vetch. 
One of its most striking character- 
istics is its ability to grow on heavy 
wet lands and still produce a fair crop. 
While there have been no feeding tests 
to determine tb>e relative value of Hun- 
garian vetch as compared to other 
vetches and hays, dairy cows at the 
experimental station at Corvalis, Ore., 
have consumed it readily. The crop 
also makes a good pasture and is val- 
uable as a green manure crop.

Greatest Crush in Hospitals of Penn- 


sylvania Metropolis Was After 


Battle of Gettysburg. 


Not so many Philadelphians hava 


now a clear memory of the immense 
hospitals in this city dxirmg the GO'S, 
"Girnrd" writes in the Philadelphia 
Inquirer. Because thii was the great- 
est city nearest the battlefields, Phila- 
delphia military hospitals got more 
of the severely wounded than were 
sent anywhere else. 


A more important fact is this: The 


death rate in Philadelphia hospitals 
was lowest. 


During the rebellion, 157,000 
sicfc 


or wounded soldiers were sent to 
Philadelphia hospitals. 


During Grant's campaign following' 


the Wilderness 46,500 cases poured; 
into this city. 
Of that number only 


975 died. 


Ten thousand wounded soldiers iron* 


Meade's stricken army were brought 
here in trains. 
The hospitals had 


been notified that their 5,000 surplus 
beds would be required, but double 
the number came. 


Largely due to these hospitals te 


which Pennsylvania troops were sent 
whenever possible, this was «»e oj 
but four northern states which had a 
larger number of troops die upon bat- 
tlefields than perished of disease. 


Pennsylvania's casualties were fifty- 


sis killed by bullets for forty-six killed 
by disease.
